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The  overall  employment  situation  in  the  eight  leading  industries  of  the  Province 
showed  a  seasonal  drop  of  1.8$  over  the  month  and  a  fractional  decrease  in  relation  to 
January,  1949 . 

MANUFACTURING-  employment  was  seasonally  weaker  and  1.3$  below  last  year.  The  largest 
decrease  was  shown  in  the  food  category.  Compared  with  a  year  ago,  the  only  increase 
occurred  in  the  pulp  and  paper  industry . 

Employment  in  LOGGING  was  39 $  below  January,  1949,  and  almost  3 $  short  of  the  Dec¬ 
ember  level.  Wholesale  and  Retail  TRADE  continued  to  show  increases  over  both  periods. 
Employment  in  CONSTRUCTION  was  6$  above  last  year  but  seasonally  weaker.

Employment  decreased  in  all  zones  "but  the  Clay  Belt  (15)  in  January  over  the 
previous  month  the  largest  declines  occurring  in  the  Highlands  (l4),  Lake  Erie  (4), 
and  Quint e  (ll)  areas.  Compared  with  January,  1949,  ten  zones  registered  declines  in 
employment  the  largest  being  shown  in  the  Blue  Water  (9),  Quint e  (ll),  and  Ottawa 
Valley  (13)  zones.  -• 

Payrolls  declined  in  all  but  the  Nickel  Range  (l 6)  area  over  the  month.  Compared 
with  January,  1949,  increases  were  shown  in  ten  areas,  the  largest  in  the  Kawartha  and 
Upper  St.  Lawrence  zones.  The  most  noteworthy  decline  in  payrolls  over  the  year 
occurred  in  the  Blue  Water  (9),  Ottawa  Valley  (13)  and  Niagara  (3)  zones. 

Average  weekly  earnings  decreased  in  all  but  the  Nickel  Range  area  (l 6)  over  the 
month,  but  in  comparison  with  a  year  ago  fourteen  zones  registered  increases. 

In  one  zone  (Blue  Water,  9)  employment,  payrolls  and  average  weekly  earnings  all 
showed  decreases  both  in  relation  to  the  previous  month  and  to  a  year  ago .

Employment,  payrolls  and  average  weekly  earnings  in  mining  declined  over  the  month  in  all 
zones  except  the  Nickel  Range  where  payrolls  and  average  weekly  earnings  increased  5*7  points 
and  $3.09  respectively.  In  the  Sault  area  payrolls  fell  47  points  and  weekly  earnings  were 
$7.33  he low  the  previous  month.  ^ 

In  relation  to  January,  1949,  employment  was  higher  in  all  areas  hut  the  Nickel  Range, 
the  largest  increase  being  shown  in  the  Sault  Zone  .  Payrolls  and  average  weekly  earnings 
increased  in  all  areas  over  the  year  with  the  exception  of  James  Bay  where  earnings  showed 
a  fractional  decline .

In  keeping  with  the  regular  seasonal  pattern,  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  reported 
in  the  Province  reached  a  peak  of  about  96,000  in  the  second  week  of  February  and  presently 
stands  at  94,4l6,  (March  2,  1950 ) .  This  compares  with  67,399  unplaced  applicants  on  the 
same  date  a  year  ago . 


The  rise  in  unemployment  this  year  as  compared  with  last  is  the  result  of  a  combination 
of  factors:  unusually  severe  seasonal  declines  owing  to  abnormal  weather  conditions,  the 
increase  in  our  labour  force  and  its  productivity  without  a  proportional  increase  in  the 
general  level  of  business  activity.  In  brief,  our  labour  force  potential  is  increasing  at 
a  faster  rate  than  business  development  with  the  result  that  new  employment  opportunities 
are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  increase  in  the  available  labour  supply. 

The  ratio  of  unplaced  applicants  to  unfilled  vacancies  in  the  Province  currently  stands 
at  10  A;  1,  the  most  noteworthy  improvement  over  the  month  being  shown  in  the  Upper  St. 
Lawrence  (l2)  area  where  the  number  of  reported  vacancies  has  doubled.
